Part of Five-year Program 

Recreational Grants Of 
$10 per Capita Announced 


Towns and villages throughout 
the province, of over 100 popula¬ 
tion will be elegible for grants of 
$10 per capita this year to assist 
in the acquisiting of recreational 
facilities, according to an an¬ 
nouncement last week by the Pro¬ 
vincial Secretary, A. R. Patrick. 
The cities of Calgary and Edmon¬ 
ton will not be eligible for the 
grant An amount of $3,653,000 is 
proposed to be spent on this por¬ 
tion of the program, originally an¬ 
nounced by Premier E. C. Mann¬ 
ing, August 14, 1959. 

Population figures used to com¬ 
pute size of grants will be the 
figures used by the Department of 
Municipal Affairs in 1959 for grant 
purposes. 

The grant will be approved for 
any feasible plan of recreation fa¬ 
cilities and can be applied to any 
project undertaken since January 
1959. Any project that can be pro¬ 
ceeded with during the five year 
plan period will be eligible for ap¬ 
proval. 

Consideration will be given to 
projects planned jointly by adjoin¬ 
ing communities, the minister said. 

Applications for the grants will 
be made by the council of the 
town, village or city concerned, to 
the Provincial Secretary. Hamlets 
of LID's must make representa¬ 
tion through the Department of 
Municipal Affairs, while those in 
Municipalities and counties will be 
handled through the municipal or 
county council. 

The Hon. Mr. Patrick pointed 
out that this plan does not affect 
in any way the existing govern¬ 
ment assistance of $7,000 towards 
erection of swimming pools in 
towns and villages.

1. Boys should have a reasonable 
hair-cut; one which would be ac¬ 
ceptable to a prospective employer. 

2. Shirts should be tucked in, 
have not more than one button 
open at the top, and must be worn 
with the collar down. 

3. Work pants, jeans or slacks 
may be worn; trouser legs should 
not be rolled up above what is 
normal length for trousers and 
must not be tucked inside boots. 

4. There should be no metal 
plates or nails on shoes to damage 
floors. 

• • * 

Standards of Dress for Girls 
shall be: 

1. Girls should have their hair 
combed out — no pin curls. 

2. Slacks, jeans, pedal pushers, 
etc., should not be worn except 
for physical education classes or 
extreme cold weather. 

3. Excessive make-up should not 
be used; lipstick would be suf¬ 
ficient.

AMEND LICENSING 
REGULATIONS 

Amendments to Ihe general re¬ 
gulations under the Licensing of 
Trades and Business Act were pass¬ 
ed by Order in Council by the 
Government of Alberta, Nov. 3, 
making it illegal to offer trading 
stamps or other premiums to pro¬ 
mote sale of merchandise. The re¬ 
gulations are effective immedi¬ 
ately. 

Hon. A. R. Patrick, Minister of 
Industry and Development, told a 
press conference that three new 
sections had been added to the 
general regulations They read: 

15. No business licensed under 
Die Licensing of Trades and Busi¬ 
ness Act shall secretly or other¬ 
wise give or offer to give any pre¬ 
mium, free goods, or use coupons, 
coupon books, stomps, trading 
stamps or similar plans for the 
purpose of furthering the sale of 
any commodity or service. 

16. Opening Day offers by a new 
business for a period of not more 
that seven days, including date 
business commenced, shall not be 
considered a violation of Section 
15 of this regulation. 

17. Nothing in this regulation
